Afterwards, CARLOS RIVERA, of the Central Mission 
of the PSP in San Juan addressed those present and gave 
a conference concerning the subject "Chile- Reform or Revolution.”

Right 
now there is a great rightist force vh ieh is trying to 
hinder the government of President SALVADOR ALLENDE. 

In that sense we believe that the leftist forces 
have been quite tolerant. March 15 is an iraporant day for 
the destiny of the country. The campaign is intensive on 
both sides, the right and the Popular Union. The rightist 
forces are trying to hinder the socialization work in the 
country. 


These elections are critical for SALVADOR ALLENDE, 
for the same can even bring about an armed revolution, for 
the right has planned its movements and have tried to cause 
chaos in the country. But the MIR forces are powerful 
and with the help of the Revolutionary Communist Youth have 
mobilized a million persons for the last parade. We cannot, 
in truth, say that all is well. Cigarettes, for example, 
are luxury items. There is a scarcity of sugar, butter, 
beef and other articles, but then it is easy to obtain pork 
meat, fish and seafood. The factories which have not been 
- nationalized are still closing. 


But in spite of this, the Chilean people expect to 
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see the conclusion of the work which was begun. We hope 
this will happen, and I repeat, this depends on the elections 
on March 15, " ended CARLOS RIVERA.

Source advised that the Casa de la Amistad 
(House of Friendship) (CDLA) was a group of Puerto RlcaDs 
who first of all love and seek to gain the independence 
of Puerto Rico. Source estimated that the group present- 
ly contains approximately 50 to 60 members. 

The group is presently controlled by EMELI VANDO 
with the able assistance of an individual by the name of 
FELIPE RIVERA OTERO, also known as FELIPE RIVERA. 

At the present time, source continued, meetings 
are held in the home of FELIPE RIVERA OTERO but that the 
group is attempting to gain new t» members in order to pur- 
chase a home which would be for the exclusive use of the 
group. A recruiting drive has been initiated with the goal 
of 150 to 200 new members. 

Source added that most of the present members 
are or either have been active with the Partido Socialista 
Puertorriqueno (Socialist Party of Puerto Rico) (PSP) or 
the Partido Independentista Puertorriqueno (Independence 
Party of Puerto Rico) (PIP) and most of them have been, 
in addition, on one of the trips sponsored by the group 
either to Russia or Cuba.

Source advised that on September 12, 1973 there 
was a commemoration of the birth of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

It started with a mass held in the Church of Pilar, at 
Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, at 7:30 in the morning. Source 
stated that the mass was attended by approximately 10 
people. Source continued that from ther they went to 
the Old Cemetery at San Juan, where they celebrated a

This Bulletin, in a box. Page 4, indicated that the 
name of the Bulletin was "Puerto Rico Libre"(PRL). This 
Bulletin, in its masthead. Page 1, described itself as "Committee 
For Puerto Rican Decolonization Bulletin". 

The lead article in this issue, Page 1, of the Bulletin 
was head "Governor Gives Go-Ahead For Superpoj*t on Mona". This 
article reported that (Puerto Rican) Independence forces 
maintain that the Superport would not only endanger the "livelihood-, 
fishing, farming-of a large : section of the population, but also 
the very existence of the Puerto Rican nation". The article also 
reported that the issue of the Superport has been taken to the 
United Nations by leaders ofi the PSP and PIP, which resulted -in a 
resolution passed by the Committee on Decolonization requesting 
that the US Government " or any corporate body under its jurisdiction 
' refrain from any measures. . .which might obstruct the Puerto Rican 
people's right to independence". It is expected that the 
resolution will be taken up by the UN General Assembly in late 
October. 

This Bulletin, Page 2, also contains excerpts from the 
document "Puerto Rico: A Refining Center For the Raw Materials 

of Other Nations" by Drs. NSFTALI GARCIA and TOMAS MORALES, both 
of the University of Puerto Rico. The article states: "The — 

* conclusion is inescapable: the plan is to refine oil and minerals 

on a great scale in North American territory, but outside of their 
continental frontiers. For these ends, Puerto Rico would be 
converted into a refining center for the natural resources of 
other countries throughout the world. The pollution and the cost 
of combatting it, the ecological destruction and the cost of 
restoring it would be the only things left on our island". 
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This Bulletin, Page 2, reported an interview with 
the Rev. DAVID GARCIA, Chairman of the Committee to Defend 
CARLOS FELICIANO(CDCP), headed "The Case of CARLOS - FELICIANO" . 
GARCIA stated that the accusations (against FELICIANO) were 
created to turn an uninformed public against the Puerto Rican 
movement for independence. 

The interview with GARCIA indicated that the CDCF was 
a sponsor of the 10/12/73 demonstration held in front of the 
'-NYC Criminal Courts Building, 100 Centre Street, Manhattan, NYC. 


This Bulletin, Page 3* Column 1, In an article 
datelined New York Sept. 21, reported that a Superport Conference 
sponsored by the Committee for Puerto Rican Decolonization ( CPRD) 
was held at St. John the Divine Cathedral House. Dr. TOMAS 
MORALES, a professor at the University of Puerto Rico and a 
militant Puerto Rican independentistj classified, the superport as 
a "grave threat to the survival of the Puerto Rican people".

GRITO DE LARES 

There were approximately 15,000 to 16,000 pre- 
sent at the "Grito de Lares" celebration this year, 
which was in contrast to the 40,000 approximately who 
attended last year. Many of the people present realized 
the need for the leaders of the different parties active 
in the independence movement to unite a form an organ- 
ized front. On the surface, JACINTO RIVERA PEREZ, Presi- 
dent of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR), made 
a speech calling for a new unity among the leaders of the 
Independence movement. The problem is that the NPPR, for 
all practical purposes, has no following and, therefore, 
would only stand to gain by uniting with another of the 
pro-independence parties. JACINTO RIVERA PEREZ, how- 
ever, is painfully aware that this is in direct contradic- 
tion to the teachings of Don PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, titular 
head of the Nationalist movement in Puerto Rico, until 
his death in 1965. Specifically, Don PEDRO taught that 
anyone who was not a Nationalist or who aspired to another 
cause, such as socialism, was, in fact, not a patriot but 
a traitor. Don PEDRO's teachings indicate that the only 
way they would unite with other members of the indepen- 
dence movement was with bullets. The Nationalist flag 
would be the only recognized flag of independence. There- 
in lies the problem for the NPPR. In uniting with another 
party the National Junta of the NPPR would have to change 
all of the existing by-laws. Plans are that JACINTO RIVERA 
PEREZ will ask permission of the Junta to make formal over- 
tures to the other parties. 

The Partido Independentista Puertorriqueno 
(Independence Party of Puerto Rico) (PIP) still aspires 
to registration of voters so it can continue to receive 
financial support from the government, as the only 
legally registered independence party on the Island. 
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The Nationalist Party, in contrast, wants money for ’’bullets," 
according to its own by-laws. Therein lies the problem, and 
in fact, it is difficult to believe there will ever be unity 
between the PIP and the NPPR. > 

There was less attendance at the "Grito de Lares" 
this year because of this division and the internal struggle 
among the independence groups. 

In the morning, at the plaza of Lares, at approxi- 
mately 9:00 a.m., JUAN ANTONIO CORRETJER began the celebra- 
tion and the parade started. At approximately 10:45 a.m. 
there was a mass held in the church and at 1:30 p.m. there 
was a meeting with JACINTO RIVERA. Speeches were made by 
prominent party leaders. JACINTO RIVERA called for unity 
in his speech. PIP Vice President, CARLOS GALLISA, gave 
a speech in which he analyzed socialism and the benefits it 
would bring to the island of Puerto Rico. He also spoke 
against RUBEN BERRIOS, current President of the PIP. RUBEN 
BERRIOS, President of the PIP, explained what socialism 
was and reiterated JACINTO RIVERA’s call for unity. JUAN 
MARI BRAS, Secretary General of the Partido Socialista 
Puertorriqueno (Socialist Party of Puerto Rico) (PSP), 
in his speech accepted the general idea of unity, as 
called for by JACINTO RIVERA PEREZ.

The parade against the mayors which took place yesterday 
in San Juan, was attended by about 20,000 persons. From 
the Ponce Zone, about 7 buses and 20 cars transported^approximately 
500*people. There were 2 buses from Yauco, 1 from Guanica, 

2 from Ponce, 1 from Santa Isabel. The Ponce delegation carried 
posters with drawings of the political prisoners with messages 
concerning the same. The parade in San Juan was peaceful. 

After marching for about 2 hours in the Condado area, the 
parde ended in front of the Sixto Escobar stadium, where 
Atty. U0SL COLON MARTIEZ, President of the Organizing Committee, 
addressed those present. The activity ended at about 2 pm. 

Concerning the investigation of the independentist 
militants in Guanica, the following was found out. 

ADOLFO M0RCIGLI0 is a member of the PSP. He is the cousin 
of JUSTXN0 (TUTIN) ALMODOVAR MORCIGLIO, who was a member 
of the MPI and then of the PIP, but is now inactive. 
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There were - discipline and security groups during 
the parade against the mayors yesterday. These groups were 
in charge of the discipline of the participants. They were 
to protect the leaders of the parade and guard the buildings 
along the fl/hy. The security groups always carry firearms in 
these cases.

It appears that SOI’s head, JUAN EMMANUELLI, has 
recovered from the defe.at which he and the SOI suffered 
during the recent vote of Banco Credito y Ahorro (BCAP) 
employees, in which they declined to join the SOI. 

EMMANUELLI filed various charges against the BCAP after the 
election but the National Labor Relations Board (NLRB) ruled 
that there were no grounds for any of EMMANUELLI ' s Charges. 
EMMANUELLI appears to have accepted this and is concentrating 
his efforts on other SOI matters. 

EMMANUELLI has recently been receiving letters and 
literature from the Partido Comunista Puer torriqueno (Communist 
Party of Puerto Rico) (PCP). EMMANUELLI continues to maintain 
a close relationship with PCP Secretary General FELIX OJEDA. 

The exact nature of these letters, which the SOI has been re- 
ceiving, is not known but it is felt that they deal with the 
relationship between the SOI and the PCP in the labor field. 


In the near future, EMMANUELLI plans to once more 
have Marxist-Leninist classes taught to various SOI members. 

These classes will probably be held on weekends at the SOI 
headquarters. EMMANUELLI plans to use these classes in order 
to demonstrate to the SOI members the mistakes being made by 
PEDRO GRANT, MARI BRAS, and other Partido Socialis ta Puertorri- 
queno (Socialist Party of Puerto Rico) (PSP) leaders. EMMANUELLI 
plans to obtain various lectures which have been given in the 
past by CP, USA Secretary General, GUS HALL, in which HALL 
discusses the decay of capitalism. EMMANUELLI plans to trans- 
late these speeches into Spanish and present them to the 
SOI members. Other issues which will be discussed at these 
meetings will be the struggle and gradual uplifting of the . 
various working classes throughout the world.
